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School Report 

ORR Roams in Rome

No student ever wants to be awake and attentive 
outside of school at 5:20 am on a Friday morning, but that 
was exactly what I was doing in the company of twenty 
of my classmates and five chaperones. On February 
17, the last day of school before vacation, our group of 
Latin students finally headed to Rome, Italy Pausing for 
pictures in front of the school bus that would drive us 
to Logan Airport, we quickly said our goodbyes to our 
parents, who had been kind enough to drive us to Old 
Rochester Regional High School with all of our suitcases. 
We loaded the bus and embarked promptly at 5:30 am. 
The following day, our flight arrived at Leonardo da 
Vinci-Fiumicino Airport. Energized by the sheer fact 
that we were now in Rome (none of us had gotten proper 
sleep on our overnight flight), we collected our luggage 
and met our tour director for the duration of our trip 
- a woman we immediately came to love. Carmen del 
Gaudio. 

When we originally signed up for our trip, the 
itinerary included Rome, Ostia, Pompeii, Sorrento, and 
Capri. Over the several months leading up to the trip, our 
itinerary changed when we were booked with another 
group, students from Billerica, Massachusetts. Our 
itinerary no longer included Ostia, the ancient port city of 
Rome, but we gained an excursion to Assisi and Florence. 
The trade-off worked in our favor, as we broadened our 
touring experience and learned more about Italy than 
only its Roman heritage. 

Ms. del Gaudio surprised us with a trip to Ostia - 
not knowing we were Latin students - when we initially 
arrived in Rome. The students from Billerica were not 
arriving until later that afternoon, and so we had several 
hours to kill - Ms. del Gaudio figured that we wouldn't 
mind visiting Ostia to pass the time. First our bus driver, 
Francesco, drove us around the ruins of ancient Ostia, 
driving so that both sides of the bus had a turn to snap 
pictures. Then Francesco drove us to modern Ostia, were 
he dropped us off by the beach. Ms. del Gaudio directed 
us to a couple of ristorantes were we could buy some 
cappuccinos and issued us a meeting point and time. For 
a few hours, we had the blocks around us to explore; and 
explore we did, learning from Ms. del Gaudio that it was 
Carnevale, the week-long celebration leading up to Ash 
Wednesday and the Lenten season. 

After picking up the Billerica students from 
the airport, we set off on a long drive to Assisi, which 
is known for St. Rufino, St. Francis, and St. Clare. 
Unfortunately, none of us managed to take in much of the 
view on the drive; we were all asleep due to jet lag. We 
arrived in Assisi an hour before our dinner was scheduled 
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at our hotel, a dinner that set the standard for our diet 
the rest of the vacation. It was a three-course meal. Fm 
sure that my classmates would agree that we all miss the 
Italian food we enjoyed while we were abroad. 

After dinner, we wandered the surrounding 
area in fairly large groups. Words cannot express how 
beautiful Assisi was during both day and night - but 
especially at night, just after the sun had set and the stars 
had appeared. The churches were lit by spotlights, the air 
was crisp, and we all agreed it would be lovely to live in 
Assisi for the rest of our lives. After a good night's sleep, 
we enjoyed a guided tour of Assisi the next morning, 
visiting the piazza, the Basilica of St. Clare, and the 
Basilica of St. Francis. From there, it was on to our next 
stop - Florence, or as it is known in Italy, Firenze. 

Our stay in Florence was longer than our stay in 
Assisi. Since no buses are allowed in the city, we stayed 
in a nearby town, Montecatini. The buses could only 
drive during certain hours in Montecatini, so for the 
two days that we visited Florence we had to wake up 
early. Francesco took us to a train station, from which we 
walked into Florence and towards the piazzas. Our first 
day in Florence, we toured such sights as the Basilica of 
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Saint Mary of the Flower. This Basilica is famous for its 
large dome, which was designed by Filippo Brunelleschi. 
Brunelleschi won the commission in a competition against 
contemporary Lorenzo Ghiberti, who had won an earlier 
competition for the commission of the Baptistery's doors. 
According to our tour guide, the Baptistery was built 
solely to handle the many baptisms that are made at the 
Basilica of Saint Mary of the Flower. 

The dome, or Duomo as the Italians call it, was 
available for climbing - a steep feat (pardon the pun) 
requiring a staggering four hundred steps up and another 
four hundred back down. Climbing the Duomo was a 
two-step process, with the first leg of the journey bringing 
you near the frescoed ceiling of the dome, and the second 
leg bringing you outside to a priceless view of Florence in 
its entirety. The tour of Florence concluded with a leather- 
making demonstration and half a day of free time (read: 
shopping) before we returned to Montecatini. The next 
day we returned to Florence to visit Michelangelo's David 
and other Renaissance artworks. Finishing in Florence 
a few hours later, it was back on the bus and onwards to 
Rome, stopping at a surprise destination - a small town 
called San Gimignano. 

San Gimignano was never on our itinerary, 
but we all chipped in 10 euro to pay for the permit to 
park there. Originally founded by the Etruscans, the 
predecessors of the Romans, San Gimignano became 
a stopping point for pilgrims heading to Rome and 
Jerusalem during the Middle Ages and Renaissance. The 
small, walled city was strong enough to declare itself 
independent of bishops who maintained tight control 
over that particular commune in Tuscany. Famed for 
its large number of towers (only fourteen remain), San 
Gimignano remains a popular tourist attraction. After 
climbing the two hundred steps of the city hall tower, we 
were once again privy to a miraculous view - this one 
white and tan, rather than the red of Florence. After a few 
hours of exploring, we returned to the bus and Francesco 
drove us the remaining miles to Rome. 

Rome contained a flurry of activities for us. We 
visited the customary sights such as the Trevi Fountain, 
the Spanish Steps, and the different piazzas. We threw 
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our coins into the Trevi Fountain under the light of the 
moon, wishing for our return to the Eternal City, and we 
peered down on Rome from the top of the Spanish Steps 
with the sun's last rays lighting the streets with fire. But 
the highlight was, of course, the ancient sites we visited 
— namely, the Colosseum, the Pantheon, and the Forum. 
On our drive through Rome to these archaeological 
areas, we passed a Roman pyramid (yes, they did build 
pyramids), the remains of the ancient city walls, and the 
baths of Caracalla. Our tour guide for the Colosseum and 
the Forum was an archaeologist. We learned much about 
the ruins from her. One interesting fact that Krisztina 
told us was that most Roman ruins are unexcavated. 
There were many imperial forums in ancient Rome, and 
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from ancient documents scholars can ascertain exactly 
where the ruins would be, but no excavations have been 
attempted because they run under the modern city's 
roads and buildings. As Krisztina said, two thirds of the 
imperial forums are left unexcavated. She said that this 
was not necessarily a bad thing, as sometimes it is easier 
to preserve the ruins by leaving them untouched than 
expose them and risk destroying them. 

We spent a day in Vatican City with another tour 
guide, who brought us through the Vatican Museums, 
the Sistine Chapel, and St. Peter's Basilica. From Vatican 
City, we returned to Rome and walked to the Piazza 
Navona, where we purchased the reportedly best gelato 
in Rome and looked at the different watercolors for sale. 
That night at the hotel, we said our goodbyes to our 
companions from Billerica, who were returning home 
the next morning, but not before exchanging contact 
information and making arrangements to swap our 
pictures online. We prepared ourselves for the next stage 
of our trip, which was to Pompeii with an overnight stay 
in Sorrento. 

If our studies in Latin and the Roman culture 
made us excited to visit Rome, then we were ecstatic to 
visit Pompeii. While we waited for our tickets to get into 
the ruins of the city destroyed by Mt. Vesuvius in 79 AD, 
we visited a cameo factory and watched a demonstration. 
Then, it was into Pompeii, where we were accompanied 
by the many friendly but stray dogs of the city. (Someone 
was prepared and had bought dog cookies in Florence.) 
After an engaging tour of Pompeii with our guide Marco, 
who displayed the city's history by telling stories about 
its inhabitants, we were free to explore - but we stayed 
in one group in order to prevent ourselves from getting 
lost. The sites we visited in Pompeii were the forum, a 
senator's house, a fast-food restaurant (yes, the Romans 
had them), a public bath, a gladiator's training ground, 
a brothel, a theater, an amphitheater, and a bakery. The 
bakery was a special location for our Latin classes since 
Ms. Pretat makes "Roman bread" throughout the year - 
bread that is made from a recipe found inscribed in a wall 
in the ruins of Pompeii. An exciting but slightly scary 
event from Pompeii was that while we were in the forum 
and within the sight of Mt. Vesuvius, the volcano began to 
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smoke. It was a thrilling experience. 

Sorrento was a beautiful seaside town, and 
unfortunately we only stayed there one night. A group 
of boys decided to swim in the Mediterranean Sea, while 
everyone else simply waded - they agreed that the water 
was rather cold. After dinner at the hotel, the group 
decided to take a bus up the cliff face into the town's 
center - the expedition was spontaneous and fun. We 
milled around Sorrento, eating gelato and the region's 
famous oranges. 

In the morning, we set off for our last destination 
- the island of Capri, off the Amalfi Coast. We took a 
twenty-five minute ferry ride to the island, where we 
hopped on another boat in order to explore the island's 
coast. On this boat ride we explored a couple of grottos 
in the cliffs and passed through a natural arch, making 
a wish as tradition demands. Then it was back to the 
island, where we met our next tour guide, Fabio, who 
took us to the town of Capri and to the gardens of 
Augustus. Capri, in ancient times, was the place where 
the rich and famous - namely emperors - summered. 
The gardens of Augustus are still maintained today, and 
provide a beautiful view of the island from their high 
vantage point. 

Sadly, after Capri it was time for us to prepare 
for our return to the Tri-Town. We headed back to Rome, 
packed our bags, went to bed relatively early, and got 
up later than usual so that we could handle the jet lag. 
Ms. del Gaudio accompanied us to the airport, where 
we parted at the check-in. We made our arrival at Old 
Rochester Regional High School around 12:30 am on 
Monday, February 27, and it was back to school that 
morning. 

I was lucky enough to have been one of the twenty- 
one students visiting Italy on this school field trip, and 
I know I can speak for everyone when I say we are all 
deeply grateful to the district school committee for 
allowing us to have this enriching experience, and we 
appreciate the hard work of Latin teacher Judith Pretat in 
preparing the trip and the support of our families. Not a 
second of the trip was wasted; we were always learning. 
Thanks to the group from Billerica, we made new friends, 
learned some conversational Italian, and got to see much 
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more of Italy than we had anticipated. 

Few Contests in Rochester's Election

The papers are in for Rochester's April 11 election, 
and this year most candidates are running unopposed. 
Terms as a Library Trustee and on the Park Commission 
are the only races where multiple individuals are vying 
for limited slots. 

Two residents are hoping to fill one three-year 
position on the Park Commission; these individuals 
include Travis Lalli of 131 Bishop Rd. and Kenneth Ross 
of 288 New Bedford Rd.

Likew^ise, three residents are battling it out for tw^o 
available positions as a Library Trustee. These individuals 
include: Maryn Levenson Duryea of Nathaniels Way, 
Winston Sharpler of 15 Gerrish Rd. and Jennifer Kulak of 
236 High St. Helen Duryea, of 12 Coombs Rd., also took 
out papers for the position, but did not return them by the 
deadline. 

For the Select Board seat, no one is contesting 
Selectman Naida Parker, who is running for an additional 
three-year term. She has already served on the board 
three times (during 1998 to 2004, and 2009-2012). 
Additionally, no one is running against longtime Tow^n 
Moderator Greenw^ood Hartley III, who is seeking an 
additional three-year term. 

Other contenders who are running unopposed 
include Dale Barrows for a three-year term on the Board 
of Health; Veronica Lafreniere for a three-term position 
on the Cemetery Commission; and Jeffrey Eldridge for a 
three-year term as Tree Warden. 

Robin Rounseville and Tina Rood - currently 
serving as the Rochester Memorial School Committee - 
are running unopposed to serve additional three-year 
terms. Jennifer Hunter had pulled papers to serve on 
the RMS Committee, but did not return them in time for 
consideration on the ballot. 

The Planning Board is undergoing some juggling in 
members in this year's election. Three positions are open 
for different terms, although only two of them are actively 
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being sought. Chairman Arnold Johnson has returned 
papers for another five-year stint on the board. Likewise 
Bendrix Bailey is actively seeking an additional one-year 
term on the board. 

Current Board Member James Moraux did not return 
papers by the deadline, thus at this point Town Clerk 
Naida Parker said the remaining three-year position 
available will be a write-in contest. 

Lastly, Frederick Underbill (for two-year term), 
Richard Charon (for one-year term) and Michael Conway 
(for three-year term) all have returned papers to serve on 
the newly created Water Commission. Governor Deval 
Patrick signed a bill allowing Rochester to establish the 
Water Commission on November 3, 2011. 

ORRABC Phonathon Kicks Off

The effects of our rocky national economic situation 
have been rippling through our communities for years. 
States and towns have been forced to stretch their 
shrinking budgets and concoct new ways to raise capital. 
Public education has been especially hard hit since the 
economic crisis first took center stage in 2008, and it's the 
students who risk losing out on valuable experiences, 
both in and out of the classroom. 

In the Tri-Town area, the Old Rochester Regional 
Athletic Booster Club (ORRABC) has been in high gear 
organizing a variety of fundraisers during the past few 
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years in an effort to reduce the impact that lack of funding 
has had on the school's sports programs. Beginning 
Thursday, March 1, the ORRABC will be holding its 
annual Phonathon, which is the organization's biggest 
fundraising event of the academic year 

According to Shaun Walsh, president of the ORRABC, 
student athletes will call members of the Tri-Town 
community to solicit donations. Since 2004, the boosters 
have raised about $300,000 for the school sports teams, 
and the Phonathon has brought in over $20,000 each year 
for the last two years. 

"A couple of years ago, parts of the sports budget 
were slashed up to 75 percent,'' said Mr Walsh. "In the 
wake of all the budget cuts, we are committed to doing 
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our best to fill those holes and to increase overall funding 
to try to balance with those cuts/' 

Parents of student athletes must pay a $225 fee for 
each season their child participates in a sport, with a $600 
cap if they have multiple children involved in multiple 
sports. Two years ago, those fees were $150 per season, 
with a cap of $550. These fees, however, only cover the 
costs of team transportation and the pay of coaches and 
game officials. 

''We know budgets won't increase, but we also don't 
want to squeeze the parents for any more money," said 
Mr. Walsh. 

The ORRABC is responsible for many fundraisers 
throughout the year. They do shorter-term seasonal 
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events that raise anywhere from $2,000 to $5,000, and the 
individual teams also host their own fundraisers, which 
can collect anywhere from $5,000 to $8,000. In the past, 
the money raised by the ORRABC has gone to help pay 
for everything from new uniforms to replacing the old 
elliptical machines in the school's weight room. 

"These fundraisers are a great way to do it because 
we can help take the pressure off the athletic department 
budget," said Aimee Fox, secretary to the Athletic Director 
and board member of the ORRABC. 

Ms. Fox and Mr. Walsh have been involved with 
the boosters for the last five years. While their primary 
function is to help raise money for the teams, she said 
the activities of the boosters also help promote a tighter 
community. 

"It's a great way for parents of kids involved in 
different sports to get to know one another," Fox said. 
"Getting involved with the ORRABC is also a great way 
to help advance a child's education from the background. 
We always need volunteers and it's a great way for 
parents to help out." 

Ryann Monteiro, a senior captain of the track team, 
has participated in the Phonathon each of her four years 
of high school. The two-time South Coast Conference All- 
Star said it's her favorite fundraiser of the whole year. 

"It's a great way for teams to come together," said Ms. 
Monteiro. "We're all really close. My coaches are great 
and they really set the tone for the whole program." 
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The benefits of participating in school sports extend 
well beyond the physical for these students. 

"A lot of these kids find a circle of friends that can 
last forever. The fact that you have to work so hard in 
high school athletics is huge for the kids/' said Mr. Walsh. 
''Over time, these programs can help promote personal 
growth and maturity in the athletes, which gives them the 
tools to better function outside of their small high school 
community." 

"To see the overall maturity and personality changes 
- the way they bring younger kids under their wing- will 
benefit these students later on in life," said Ms. Fox. 

The boosters not only invest in student-athletes 
while they attend Old Rochester Regional. Each year, the 
ORRABC offers about $6,000 in college scholarships for 
outstanding performance both on and off the field. That 
money comes directly from the Phonathon. 

"It gives us a lot of pride as booster club members to 
know we may have had a small part of their success in 
college," Mr. Walsh said. 

Ms. Monteiro, who plans on attending the University 
of Rhode Island in the fall and participating on their track 
team, does not take for granted the hard work of the 
ORRABC. "Without the boosters, this would be a 
completely different program. We get so much support 
from them," Ms. Monteiro said. 

Ms. Monteiro will join nearly 200 fellow athletes, 
making calls, stuffing envelopes, and building stronger 
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relationships with her teammates. The Phonathon will be 
placing calls between 6:30 and 8:30 pm on the evenings of 
March 1, 5-7, 12-13, and 15-16. 

Watercolor Wednesday!

Typically, she has 
organized programs during the school year that required 
families to sign up in advance. The "drop-in'' activities 
have traditionally been held during the summer. But with 
activities like today's artful endeavors and Tuesday's 
Treasure Hunt, she is testing the waters to see if these new 
drop-in programs would be something the town would 
like to take advantage of during school breaks. 

"In the past, we've done all sign-up activities, but 
this is an experiment to offer more programs that are local, 
free, and fun for the kids," she said. 

Ms. Fuller, who is a member of the newly founded 
librarian group, Bristol Plymouth County Chapter Youth 
Services Round Table, is responsible for organizing a 
number of community activities. She has created three 
different storytime sessions for children of different age 
groups, and runs a very popular summer reading program 
that begins in June, right after the students head into 
summer vacation. During that time, students and their 
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families can also take advantage of the drop-in crafts 
program, book exchanges, and weekly performers, from 
music to storytelling. 

Lorrie Ducharme of Rochester regularly attends 
these sessions with her two children, Jared and Morgan. 

'1 like it because these programs are very 
educational and fun. It opens up a whole new world for 
them, especially with all the reading and socialization,'' 
she said. Morgan, who is eight years old, has been coming 
to the Library programs for a long time. According to her 
mom, Morgan has been an artist-in-training since she was 
two. 

"I think it's fun to learn new things," Morgan said. 
Her brother, Jared, also had a good time doing watercolor.

My dog has dark chocolate colored dirt in his ears 
and he is always shaking his head. Is this dirt? 
What causes this? 

Your dog probably has a yeast infection in 
his ears. A dark, waxy discharge associated 
with a musky odor is a characteristic. 
Yeast infections are common in dogs that get 
water in their ears and dogs with allergies. 
Treating ears with a 50/50 mixture of vin- 
egar and water makes an acidic environment 
that may resolve mild cases. If the ears look 
red or are painful, see your veterinarian.

Mattapoisett Bike Group Discusses Outlook

The Friends of the Mattapoisett Bicycle and 
Recreational Path met at the library on Tuesday, 
February 28 to discuss their upcoming year of events and 
fundraisers. 

President Bonne DeSousa, with about 12 in 
attendance, began the meeting by providing some 
exposition regarding bike path business that was 
discussed late last year. The group wants to build a new 
permanent bridge across the Eel Pond breach, spanning 
about 30 feet. The current pedestrian bridge in recent 
years has fallen in disrepair and the Friends of the Bike 
Path want to install a temporary structure. 

According to Ms. DeSousa, the new aluminum bridge 
would be safer and more convenient. "It's easily installed 
and can be easily removed in the case of bad weather," 
she said. 

But progress on getting approval for the permanent 
bridge has been slow. The group has been working with 
the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission to ensure they 
are in compliance with state laws and regulations set by 
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the Army Corps of Engineers. 

Funding, too, is tight and will need to be acquired 
over time. The entire project has a price tag of $2 million, 
which would be raised over the course of four successive 
fiscal years. 

The Friends are also organizing, in conjunction with 
YMCA Camp Massasoit and South Coast Health Systems, 
a fitness and fundraising challenge on June 24 to benefit 
the Mattapoisett Rail Trail Design and Path Improvements 
Fund. Registered participants can walk, run, or bike the 
course anywhere from one to forty miles, followed by 
a family friendly picnic, with music, overlooking the 
Mattapoisett Harbor. 

The group, which has been around since 1996, has 
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been responsible for helping to oversee the maintenance 
and repair of the bike path. Three years ago, they began a 
project to pave the course. 

Having a biking area away from the winding roads 
of Mattapoisett is important to many residents. Renee 
Pothier has been a member of the Friends for 12 years 
and her family, which includes four children ages 12 and 
under, all use the path. 

'T think it's fabulous for them to have a safe place to 
ride their bikes, somewhere off the roads,'' she said. 

In addition, they are planning two safety talks during 
the month of April. For one of these events, they will 
partner with the Mattapoisett Police Department to teach 
local students the importance of bicycle safety. 
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Town/RMS Look to Decrease Impact of Cuts 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A revised budget presented by Superintendent 
Doug White and the RMS Budget Subcommittee to the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen / Finance Committee on 
February 27 show some softening of the impact of cuts for 
next year's budget at the elementary school. 

Earlier this month, the preliminary budget laid 
out a reduction of four staff and six paraprofessionals; 
however savings identified by school and town officials 
may save some professional teaching positions in the 
upper grades. The reduction of teaching staff for grades 
four through six were expected to raise class sizes to as 
high as 28 to 29 in a classroom, according to Mr. White. 

A collaborative effort between Mr. White and 
Town Administrator Richard LaCamera helped whittle 
down RMS's FY 2013 budget, but cuts do remain 
extensive. 

The school subcommittee had originally asked 
the town for an additional $437,000 to level service the 
budget - but they settled on $354,811 in cuts. The $437,000 
derived from projected increases due to contractual 
raises, higher utility costs associated with the building 
renovation / expansion, increased number of Bristol Aggie 
tuitions, and soaring special education costs. 

After listing off areas where savings were 
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identified, Mr. White said cutting any more ''starts to 
impact more personnel/' he said, particularly in the 
higher grades. 

Utility savings significantly helped bring down 
the cuts. "The building has expanded, and the [estimated 
costs] may have been inflated," Mr. White said, noting 
that the school would fill the oil tank less often and a new 
electricity agreement would reduce the cost from 10.8 
cents per kilowatt hour to 6.8 cents per kilowatt hour. 

Elimination of a bus, which would increase the 
length of the ride for some students from 45 minutes 
to about an hour, also yielded some savings. The bus 
contractor had agreed to revert to its FY 2011 rates. Both 
actions resulted in a savings of $55,715. 
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Dn Kate Marmelo graduated from Bishop Stang High School 
and received her Bachelor's of Science in Biology from 
Providence College (class of 2000). In 2004, she received 
her Doctorate of Optometry from New England College of 
Optometry. Dr, Marmelo purchased the Pearle Vision in 
North Dartmouth in 2010 where she examines patients of ail 
ages. Dr. Marmelo resides in Mattapoisett with her husband 
and two children.

Despite the loosening of the budget, the cuts 
remain substantial, with the paraprofessionals and 
science lab position eliminated and the technology 
position downgraded to .6 from full time. Mr. White said, 
though, that he is ''optimistic'' that the district may obtain 
a $500,000 technology grant that could help restore the 
tech position. The fate of that grant will be known in two 
or three weeks, he said. 

The issue of whether Bristol Aggie Tuitions 
should be on a separate line item in the town budget - as 
opposed to being deducted only from the RMS budget - 
spurred some open debate between Town Administrator 
Richard LaCamera and school committee member 
Sharon Hartley About $187,000 was reduced from RMS's 
proposed FY 2013 budget to pay for 11 high school 
students to attend Bristol Aggie. 

"It doesn't make sense to cut teachers so we can 
send children to Bristol Aggie. It's a town responsibility. It 
doesn't make sense to take the money out of [RMS]," Ms. 
Hartley said. 

Mr. LaCamera firmly opposed the idea, 
arguing that the town shoulders much of the education 
costs already by paying for the health insurance 
and unemployment worker compensation for ORR 
employees. "We've absorbed all of the costs for health 
insurance. And it has gone up 40 percent," he said, noting 
that the town ploughs the school parking lot and paid 
for the increase in the property /liability insurance for the 
building addition - costs that all steam from outside the 
RMS budget. 

"It's a two-way street," Mr. LaCamera said. 

The Finance Committee agreed to look at the 
impact on town-wide on departments if the tuition 
costs were distributed among them, but in a way not to 
completely redo all budgets.

But Mr. LaCamera stressed that the town 
departments can't be squeezed further. ''It's a serious 
problem. We are at the point we can go nowhere 
anymore," he said, commenting that education costs 
make up 67 percent of Rochester's overall budget. 

The committee rejected an idea floated by one 
finance committee member to explore School Choice, 
which would allow out-of-district students to attend 
RMS in exchange for $5,000 from the sending district. 
ORR Junior High and High School generates $340,000 in 
extra revenue through School Choice , according to the 
superintendent. 

Mr. White said it could get complicated if 
students from the Tri-Town opted to attend schools in 
other parts of the district . Also, Tina Rood pointed out 
that School Choice could lift the class size to the point that 
the hiring of a new teacher would be required, defeating 
the purpose of bringing down costs. 

Ms. Hartley took some time to thank town and 
school officials for working together on the budget. 

"I'm appreciative of [Richard LaCamera] and 
[Doug White] working together. This represents a 
collaborative effort," she said. 

In other business discussed at the Rochester 
Selectmen Meeting: 

• A new lockbox soon will be installed at the 
Town Hall to collect excise taxes (checks only) and census 
statements

More Oversight for Taylor Aquaculture Business 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

The safety of Taylor Seafood's aquaculture operation - 
located in waters at the Mattapoisett /Fairhaven border - 



was put under a microscope during a discussion between 
the Mattapoisett Selectmen and company owner Robert 
Taylor at the February 28 board meeting. 

Amid reports that recreational boats are getting 
entangled in lines around the operation - and also having 
difficulty navigating a nearby channel - the board met 
with Mr. Taylor to discuss its concerns. 

With the recent installation of town aquaculture rules. 
Chairman Paul Silva informed Mr. Taylor that all three 
aquaculture operations in town would be monitored more 
regularly. Further, he said Mr. Taylor would be required to 
meet Harbormaster Horace Field's instructions on how to 
make his operation safer. 

The discussion included at times terse exchanges as

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different accounts surfaced on the number and visibility 
of buoys on the perimeter of the aquaculture operation, 
and whether damaged lines were adrift of his operation. 

Mr. Taylor spoke about his 20-year old business, 
noting that he places yellow buoys at the corners of his 
operation from May to October. He said a water buoy is 
present at every 40 feet and an anchor is situated at every 
80 feet. 

He talked about incidences of boats getting stuck in 
lines, and said much of that is attributed to people not 
knowing the lay of the waters. He recounted an episode 
of drunk boaters getting stuck in the lines. "It's been there 
for 20 years. We haven't moved. It isn't a moving target," 
he said. 

Mr. Taylor did explain that the lines around his 
property "got torn to shreds" over the summer, but the 
lines did not go beyond his boundaries, he said. 

"This report of [the line] being outside is just not true. 
I was out there, I know it is not true," he said. "I make a 
great effort that these lines don't go out of the site." 

However, accounts from Selectman and Harbormaster 
Horace Field contradicted some of Mr. Taylor's remarks. 
"There hasn't been a perimeter buoy in years," countered 
Mr. Field. Also, said the markers around a nearby channel 
are not amply visible with bright colors, and are too far 
apart from one another. 

For people moving through the channel, it poses a 
problem, Mr. Field said. "They are so far apart people 
don't relate them to each other," he said. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer spoke bluntly on the matter, 
noting his role in rescue operations and a lifetime of 
experience navigating the waters. 

"The channel markers are in deplorable condition. 
You can't even see them during the day," Selectman 
Collyer said. 

". . . At night it is a real problem, it is a problem for 
people who are not drunk," he said. However, after some 
tense exchanges. Selectman Collyer expressed that he 
wanted Taylor Seafood to succeed. 

"I want to see your farm continued, but I want to see 
the safety of the public preserved," Selectman Collyer 
said. The board authorized the harbormaster to dictate to 
Mr. Taylor his requirements to keep the operation safe. 

Select Chair Silva noted that Mr. Taylor had failed to 
comply with a similar request by the Selectmen 10 years 
ago, when they required the aquaculture owner to install 
high intensity illuminated lights on buoys around the 
operation. "This is not the first time it has come up," he 
said. 

Mr. Taylor, however, indicated that he would follow 
through. "I want everyone to be safe, I want everyone to 
be satisfied," he said. 

In other business, a meeting between Selectmen and 
the Mattapoisett Lions Club about its upcoming events, 
in particular the summer Harbor Days festival, spurred 
some dialogue on whether the club would be required to 
pay a user fee to access the park.

Noting the $250 cost of private parties to use the 
Wharf, Selectman Collyer suggested that the Lions club 
review internally a possible fee, although Lions Club 
President Joe Murray was quick to oppose the idea. 

"But the other side of the coin, is by [Harbor Days'] 
growth, it brings more money to the merchants of the 
town. Money is drawn inside of the town,'' Mr Murray 
pointed out. 

"What's fair is fair, we need to look at everything" 
said Selectman Collyer, offering up the idea of an in-kind 
donation. He said the heightened traffic during the event 
and the additional strain on town resources may warrant 
a fee. 

At the end of the meeting, Mr Murray voiced 
more disapproval of a user fee, listing off the Lions' 
contributions to the town of Mattapoisett, stating that 
100 percent of proceeds from its fundraising events are 
for charity. The Selectmen suggested that the Lions Club 
present a full picture of the qualitative and quantitative 
impact on the organization to the town at future meetings. 

In other items: 

• The Selectmen approved an Easter Egg Hunt event 
- tentatively planned for April 7 - at Shipyard Park. The 
Mattapoisett Lions Club would put on the event. 

• Town Administrator Michael Gagne received 
support from the Selectmen to approach Rochester on 
establishing a joint Agricultural Commission. 

• Mr Gagne discussed talk of installing a new traffic 
light at ORR, and said he believes better enforcement may 
solve the problem of speeding traffic ans safety issues 
near the school. He suggested obtaining better data on 
accidents from SRPPED as part of its technical assistance 
before jumping into the investment, which he said could 
cost $350,000 to $400,000. 

• The Tri-Town Herring Committee reported to the 
Selectmen that herring stocks remain low, at about only 

500 more than last year

by the Rochester Planning Board to put forward at the 
May Annual Town Meeting. One involves amendments to 
the home business bylaw, another on a sunset provision 
for site plan reviews and another to increase the size of 
an industrial district permitted sign. The board voted to 
recommend the articles for approval. 

The changes in the proposed bylaws apply to new 
businesses, renovations or additions. Existing businesses 
are grandfathered and will not be affected by the by-law 
changes, if approved. 

''We're trying to encourage small business in 
Rochester... life has changed and many people conduct 
business with a cell phone and a computer and we needed 
to update the wording of the bylaw," said Chairman 
Arnold Johnson. 

"We wanted to clean up the wording and make it a 
simpler process for an applicant," said Town Planner John 
Charbonneau. 

The proposed home business bylaw changes capped 
the square footage of a roadside stand, farm structure, 
storage building or any other accessory structure 
associated with a home business at 1,000 square feet. 
The setback for a roadside stand, which is defined as a 
structure, must be located not less than 25 feet from the 
edge of the roadway pavement. Current bylaw language 
is 10 feet from the roadway. 

The board stressed that the bylaw change was for new 
business ventures, not existing businesses.

''We are looking to the future and want to be 
proactive, not reactive to proposals that come before us/' 
said Mr. Charbonneau. 

Resident Craig Parker asked the board about roadside 
stands and asked about people who might put out a 
table with vegetables or flowers. Mr. Charbonneau said 
that a table out front of a residence was not a structure 
as defined in the bylaw being proposed, only structures 
associated with a new business. 

The proposed bylaw also addresses parking issues 
associated with a home business, capping the number of 
autos parked outside of a driveway at three vehicles.

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parking issues, we cap the number of vehicles to three/' 
said Mr. Charbonneau. 

According to Mr. Charbonneau, the parking 
restriction does not apply to a roadside stand because cars 
would come and go and not be parked for an extended 
time period as in the case of a client coming for an hour 
session or by an employee of the business who would be 
parked for an eight hour period. 

The second article recommended for approval at town 
meeting is the sunset provision for site plan review. Once 
an applicant receives an approval of a site plan review 
from the planning board, it would expire in two years if 
not acted upon. 

The third article was a correction in the current bylaw 
addressing the size of a sign permitted in the industrial 
district, requiring a special permit for a sign with a total 
area of more than 50 square feet. 

In other business, the board displayed a colored map 
outlining the proposed village zoning overlay district and 
asked those attending if they had any questions about it. 

Resident Bob Larkin asked about the goals of the 
overlay district and future public meetings on the issue. 
Mr. Johnson explained that Rochester was one of the "hot 
spots'' in growth in the state and that the board felt that 
they needed to plan for the future. 

"This came out of that... we need to plan for the future 
to keep with the rural nature of our community and not 
just react to proposals that come to us," said Mr. Johnson.

Skrutski Denied Variance 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
voted to deny Marjorie Skrutski of 10 Marion Road a 
variance - which would allow her commercial neighbor, 
Sperry Tents, to park on her property - at their Thursday, 
February 23 meeting. 

Ms. Skrutski originally had sought out a 
variance in October 2011 for an accessory use to allow 
the parking. At that time, the Building Commissioner 
had issued a Cease and Desist to Ms. Skrutski who had 
allowed Sperry Tents to park on her property without 
town authorization. Ms. Skrutski did not attend the 
hearing, and her denial was given by the board without 
prejudice. 

The board also heard from Steven Alves, who 
requested to construct a dwelling on a parcel of land 
on Mattapoisett Road, but needed a variance from lot 
dimension requirements due to the nonconforming shape 
of the property. The land was originally two lots that were 
combined. The Board voted in favor of Mr. Alves. 

The Board also approved a variance from 
setback requirements for Gregory Bednarczyk, who is 
planning to build a deck in his back yard over 
his existing patio. 

The next meeting is scheduled for Thursday, 
March 8 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester Town Hall. 

Whaler's Way Hearing Continued 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Eric Tripoli 

The Mattapoisett Conservation Commission held 
its regular meeting at 6:30 pm on Monday, February 27 at 
the Town Hall. 

The commission heard from Rick Charon on 
behalf of Dean Whitla for a continued hearing regarding 
the installation of a new septic system on a property at 
68 Fairhaven Road. Several problems with the existing 
system include its state of disrepair and location below 
the water table, which poses a contamination threat to the 
ground water. 

According to Mr. Charon, the new system would 
be located above the water table and since they would be 
improving an existing land development, there would 
be no negative impact on the surrounding ecosystems. 
The Commission voted in favor of the plans pending a 
standard order of conditions. 

Next, they heard from Dennis Mascetta, on 
behalf of the Sabra family, regarding an RDA to install a 
new two-car garage and back-up generator at 3 Spruce 
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Avenue. One abutting neighbor voiced concern that the 
construction of the freestanding garage would negatively 
impact the unimproved road conditions in the area. 

''We don't make those decisions. Unimproved 
road conditions aren't in our purview," said commission 
member Bob Rogers. They later voted in favor of the plan. 

The bulk of the meeting was spent hearing from 
Rich Rheaume of Prime Engineering, on behalf of Greg 
Downey and his NOI for a house on Whaler's Way. 
The plans require several different adjacent lots to be 
bundled together into a larger parcel. The few residents 
in attendance at the meeting voiced various opinions 
regarding the plans for the house. 

Paul Orzenkowski of the Mattapoisett Land 
Trust was concerned about the status of an intermittent 
stream that flows on one piece of the property. The stream 
originates from a protected perennial stream located near 
the property. Conservation Commission Chairman 
Peter Newton said that the regulations governing 
intermittent and perennial streams are very similar. He 
did not foresee a conflict regarding the treatment of the 
intermittent stream. Abutter Bob Field mentioned 
that he was concerned that a swale on his property may 
be negatively affected by the construction of additional 
drainage culverts in the neighborhood. The hearing will 
be continued at the next meeting of the commission. 

The commission also heard from Mr. 
Orzenkowski, who requested to work with the

addition to existing Federal incentives. 

The Commonwealth has provided guidelines 
on how the program will work. The type of transaction 
(land gift, conservation restriction, bargain sale, reserved 
life estate) is less important than the characteristics of the 
land itself, so long as the land is permanently protected. 
This is a great opportunity for landowners in the Buzzards 
Bay region which is still blessed with many resource 
protection parcels that have not been developed or 
preserved and could qualify. 

To qualify, the Secretary of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs must certify that the land preserved 
is significant to protect drinking water supplies, rare 
species and other wildlife habitats, agriculture or forestry.

recreational opportunities and scenic or cultural values of 
state or regional importance. Conservation organizations, 
like the Buzzards Bay Coalition, can help landowners 
with this process. 

When the land has been preserved, landowners 
are eligible for a tax credit of $50,000 or 50 percent of the 
appraised value; whichever is less. The credit amount is 
based on an appraisal of the land's market value and the 
State will refund any unused credit in the first year of 
the gift. That means that if the credit is larger than your 
State income tax liability you will receive a check for the 
remainder of the credit. 

You do not need to reside in Massachusetts or 
even pay taxes here; so long as you own the land, and the 
land qualifies, you qualify. The State approved the first 
22 applications in December, returning $976,000 in credits 
to landowners throughout the state. A full $2 million is 
available statewide in 2012. 

Remember that this new tax credit is in addition 
to the regular federal income tax incentives for charitable 
contributions of land or interests therein. Buzzards Bay 
Coalition can be contacted for more details or a free, 
confidential consultation at www.savebuzzardsbay.org.

Birds of Coastal Massachusetts 

The Marion Natural History Museum is hosting 
"Birds of Coastal Massachusetts'' with Vernon Laux on 
Friday, March 23 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Music Hall. 

Vern Laux is a bird expert, butterfly enthusiast, 
international bird tour leader, columnist and author. 
Mr. Laux has birded extensively all over North America 
and visited all seven continents, including over 20 trips 
to the Antarctic, to observe birds and some of the most 
spectacular wildlife and scenery on the planet. He has 
written thousands of newspaper columns about birds 
and the natural world appearing in the New York Times, 
the Cape Cod Times, the Martha's Vineyard Times, 
Vineyard Gazette, and Nantucket's Inquirer and Mirror, 
and published magazine articles in a variety magazines 
including Birder's World and Birding, and is author of 
the book Bird News-Vagrants And Visitors On A Peculiar 
Island. 

He is on the radio the first Monday of every 
month as the permanent guest on The Point with Mindy 
Todd on the Cape and Island National Public Radio 
stations WCAI, WNAN and WZAI to discuss and take 
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phone calls about birds. He also writes and records for 
broadcast a weekly commentary called Bird News that 
airs two days per week. 

Passionate about wildlife, especially birds and 
butterflies, his favorite group is shorebirds, fabulous 
globetrotting migrants that fly to the ''ends of the earth'' 
twice annually. 

Mr. Laux was the ABC News "Person of the 
Week" with host Peter Jennings, the last Friday in 
August 2004 after finding the rarest bird in the Americas 
so far this century a Red-footed Falcon. He lives on 
Nantucket and is the Resident Naturalist, Land Manager 
and Education Director for the Linda Loring Nature 
Foundation. 
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History of the Pigwacket 

In 1740, the death of the 
Holy Roman Emperor, Charles 
IV, set of the War of Austrian 
Succession. The War would 
have ripple effects felt around 
the world in Rochester. When 
Charles IV died his daughter, 
Maria Theresa was left to take 
his place. France and Prus- 
sia challenged her authority 
declaring she was not eligible 
to assume the various thrones held by the Hapsburgs 
because she was a woman. The British and Dutch who 
had long been enemies of the French supported Austria. 
Great Britain did not get involved in the war until late 
1743. In March 1744, war was officially declared be- 
tween France and Great Brittan. 
In May, the news reached the 
French colony at Nova Scotia. 
The French wasted little time in 
attacking British ports. The war 
soon spread to British holdings 
in New York, New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts. The war 
front in the American colonies is 
known as King George's War. 

Native Americans were 
often drawn in to colonial wars 
as allies for the colonists. War 
could be a valuable source of 
income for natives but could also 
be devastating to native families 
because Native American men 
suffered high mortality rates in 
conflicts. 

Native Americans also sided with the French 
during colonial conflicts with the British. Eastern 
Abenaki in Maine often sided with the French but by the 
outbreak of King George's War the Abenaki were suf- 
fering from internal conflicts and the southern Abenaki 
known as the Pigwacket sided with the British. 

However, not all of the Pigwacket wished to 
take sides and fight in the war. In July 1744, several Pig- 
wacket leaders went to Boston to ask the Governor for 
a safe place to settle during the duration of the war. The 
Pigwacket wanted to locate to an area in which they had 
friends. The colonial government denied this request 
instead choosing a settlement where they could keep a 
close eye on and make sure they did not get involved 
in the war against the British. The other option given to 
the Pigwacket people was to return to where they came 
from and face a harsh treatment from both sides of the 




war parties. 

The Pigwacket were moved to Castle Island 
where they were put to work making snowshoes. A 
colonial committee had been charged with investigat- 
ing the situation at Castle Island and decided to send 
the Pigwacket to "English Families, as shall be will- 
ing on reasonable Conditions to receive them...'' The 
colonial government wanted to move the Pigwacket 
further away from the war front, ideally south of Boston. 
However, they had difficulty finding a town that would 
welcome them. 

By 1746, the Pigwacket found a home in Roches- 
ter. The people of Rochester were willing to host the war 
refugees and provided some land at Attansawomuck 
Neck now known as Mattapoisett Neck for the Pigwack- 
et to live. Local residents Noah Sprague and Benjamin 
Hammond, Jr. were appointed by the colonial commit- 
tee to act as guardians. These men 
provided the Pigwacket with nec- 
essary tools such as axes, hoes and 
a fishing boat with funds given by 
the committee. 

Noah Sprague sent bills to the 
committee to have them pay for 
materials and goods used by the 
Pigwacket people including wood 
cut from his swamp that was used 
to make baskets and dishes, cedar 
shingles and picked green apples. 
Sprague even charged the commit- 
tee thirty pounds for "extradinary 
Travlle & care" he had provided. 

The Pigwacket people felt the 
reservation they had been placed 
on was too confining and they 
were not happy with their situation. A Rochester resi- 
dent complained that the Pigwacket were "insolent and 
surly" and asked the General Court to remove them 
from Rochester. A General Court committee investigated 
the situation and accused local residents of selling liquor 
to the Pigwacket and providing poor guardianship. 

The Pigwacket stayed in Rochester but were 
moved to another tract of land northwest of the Witch 
Rock on New Bedford Road. By the early 1900s, this area 
of land had been "given up to woods and huckleberry 
pastures" and was known in Rochester as Pigwacket. 

In 1748 many of the Pigwacket left and returned 
home. However, some settled with Native Americans 
in Dartmouth, Freetown and Middleboro. The name 
Pigwacket survives today in Mattapoisett as Pigwacket 
Lane but the location of this street does not correspond 
with the location of the Pigwacket settlement over two 
centuries ago.

Boy, last Sunday's Oscar show was the best Oscar 
show of 1991. Billy Crystal came back to host (for the 
umpteenth time) after eight years away, and he pulled out 
all the old reliable shtick: the opening musical number, 
the "what are they thinking'' skit. After trying something 
different last year with Anne Hathaway and James Franco 
(I didn't think they were that bad), and coming close to an 
Eddie Murphy-hosted evening, the Academy fell back on 
the tried and true. Crystal was Crystal: amiable, relaxed, 
professional. You knew he was going to steer this ship 
without hitting an iceberg. You also knew he wouldn't do 
anything much worth talking about the next day. 

The lack of surprise infested the whole evening, 
though Hugo did win more awards than I expected it to, 
throwing a couple of spanners in the works of the Artist 
Oscar juggernaut machine. Nobody who follows these 
things doubted that The Artist, which seems tailor-made 
for self-regarding Hollywood insiders to vote for and feel 
good about themselves, would go the distance. The theme 
of the evening appeared to be looking back fondly on cin- 
ema experiences that, while not dead yet, have definitely 
seen better days. The question is whether The Artist star 
(and new Best Actor winner) Jean Dujardin will parlay the 
wins into a Hollywood career. Like Roberto Benigni, he 
might be the foreigner who has his day in the American 
sun and then retreats to his home country, seldom to be 
seen on these shores again. 

Something occurred to me as Cirque du Soleil 
were performing their death-defying acrobatics and the 
show cut away to a lingering shot of George Clooney 
watching them: Clooney may be the new Jack Nicholson, 
comfortably seated in front and enjoying the many trib- 
utes paid to him. He didn't win anything, but the night 
seemed to revolve around him and his amused humility. 
Among the presenters, Robert Downey Jr. got a laugh out 
of me with his documentary shtick, and Will Ferrell and 
Zach Galifianakis clashing their cymbals at least kept me 
awake. Towards the end, just when I thought we might 
get out of there in under three hours, the presenters for

Firth) had to stop 
and say nice things 
about each of the 
nominees, as if 
Natalie Portman 
had seen A Better 
Life and was quali- 
fied to talk about 
Demian Bichir's 
performance. 

Possibly 
I'm forgetting 
something, but 
nothing in the 

show struck me as tacky or incomprehensible this year, 
which removes half the fun of post-Oscar analysis. Even 
the standard "in memoriam" segment was tasteful; lately 
they've been telling the audience not to applaud, whereas 
before you'd get '']oe Schmoe, sound mixer" and there' d 
be a polite golf clap and then Beloved Film Star would get 
a loud response. They always leave out a ton of people, 
but this year they found room for oddball backyard film- 
maker George Kuchar, and there was a nod to "Steve Jobs, 
executive," who was there because he co-founded Pixar. 
(Who won nothing; Pixar had an off-year with Cars 2.) 

Other than perhaps The Help, did any of the 
nominated films engender any rooting interest among 
the normals — the non-film-geeks? Nine films nominated 
for Best Picture and they didn't have space for Brides- 
maids. One odd, bright detail: Jim Rash, better known as 
the weirdo dean on Community, now has an Oscar for 
screenwriting {The Descendants), and he did some funny 
vamping onstage while cowriter Alexander Payne deliv- 
ered a gracious speech. And Meryl Streep may sense that 
people think she's won enough Oscars, but she hadn't 
actually won one since thirty years ago — she's just been 
nominated a ton of times. Also, as usual, I heard "Scors- 
ese" pronounced two different ways: "scor-SAY-see" and 
"scor-SEZ-ee." For the record, the man himself says it the 
latter way. Y'know, if you ever meet him. 
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Rich Orloff and directed by Sheila Furtado. The play 
consists of 11 two-character sketches examining love, lust, 
dating, and romance ~ from a date with a caveman to the 
joys of dull lovemaking. 

With influences of Monty Python, Saturday
